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WHAT IS WRONG WITH OUR DEMOCRACY?

In the days of long ago, sien kings and czars ruled with | 
the pretense of divine right, there were those forward looking 
dreamers, who visioned a day when the people themselves 
would rule. Yes, they dreamed of a democracy, where the| 
will of the majority would be the law. 

When France established its republic and again, when the 
United States was launched with its inspiring Declaration of 
Independence, those who had championed the cause of the 
people believed, quite generally, that democracy had come 
at last. 

Years rolled by. A whole century passed. Yet, the “land 
of the free and the home of the brave,” was still a land of 
democracy in theory in which the will of the people was 
supposed to be the law. But alas, entrenched interests and 
rapidly organizing wealth, was in the saddle. 

How could this be? How does it happen that a people, 
like the American people, where majority rule still is the 
law and has been the law for enough years to include the 
grand parents of the oldest citizen living, is today dominated, 
controlled and ruled by a relatively small group of exceed- 
ingly wealthy individuals? 

What has happened to our democracy, which was estab- 
lished with such high hopes and aspirations? Is there some- 
thing wrong with our constitution? How is it possible for 
minorities to rule while the majority of the people still have 
the legal right to elect the people, who make and administer | 
the laws? 

There is nothing wrong, except one thing, and that is| 
that the people themselves have failed to practice the democ- 
racy, which is theirs to use whenever and wherever the| 
majority arouse themselves sufficiently from the indifference | 
and lethargy, which hangs over them like a nightmare. 

The only kind of a democracy, which is worthy of the 
name is that which is put into practice. Like religion, it means | 
only as much as it is actually practiced. What goes beyond 
that becomes camouflage and cant. 

To proceed in the name of democracy but to actually | 
perform and rule with the club of despotism is merely de-| 
mocracy in name but autocracy in reality. We have had| 
entirely too much of just this kind of government in prac- 
tice. In every instance this violation of both the spirit and 
letter of the fundamental principles of democraey, on which | 
this nation is founded, is due to the failure of the people) 
themselves to practice their own underlying principles of 
democracy. What is more, the vast majority of the people 
want to vote right and would vote right, if they could only | 
get the true facts. But instead of having newspapers and | 
other sources of publicity, which tell the truth, most of these 
newspapers are so controlled that they are used to misinform | 
and mislead their readers, with the result that the average | 
person is so completely muddled and befuddled that he either | 
goes wrong entirely or is at a loss to know what is what. 

The main trouble with the American people is that they | 
have never yet fully learned how to manage and control | 
their own ship of state. Like trusting dupes they have per-| 
mitted others to run their democracy for them pretty much | 
as they pleased. 

What the American people must learn to do is first of | 
all to devise ways and means of securing the truth about | 
‘ those political and economic questions which affect their own | 
lives. Then they must learn to use their own good sense 
instead of letting somebody else do their reasoning for them. 
It may seem easier to be relieved of the task of doing one’s | 
own thinking, but it is mighty costly to those who thus be-| 
come the pawns of special interests. 

Then the American people must learn to exercise their | 
own initiative in regard to important and fundamental ques-| 
tions. They must learn to tell their representatives in congress 
and the president himself what they want done. If elected 
officials fail to do what they pledged themselves to do, before 
they were elected, American voters must learn to recall 
them. When they learn to do this they will be practicing 
their democracy. When they learn to thus practice their 
democracy elected officials will have far more respect for 
them than is so often the case today. Not only will elected 
officials then respect the will of the voters but they will heed 
the expressed will of the majority of their constituents. 
If they don't heed it they will soon be dead politically. 

The greatest need of today is for the great masses of the 
American people to learn to practice the democracy they 
now have. If they don’t start practicing their democracy far 
more than they have been doing in the past they are liable | 
to wake up some morning to find that this most essential | 
of all their rights and privileges will have been taken from 
them. That would be a sad day for them but a sadder day’ 
for their children, who would probably then have to re-enact | 
something similar to, if not far worse, than the French revo- 
lution, to regain what we now have. 

To preserve and safeguard our democracy we must learn 
to exercise the rights our forefathers fought and won for us. 
Unless we use them, we will lose them.

Judge Gives Greif Firm Injunction 


Against Labor Relations Board, NRA 


Justice James M. Proctor of the 
District of Columbia supreme court 
issued a temporary restraining order 
against the National Labor Relations 
Board and officials of the National 
Recovery Administration to prevent 
the enforcement of a recent ruling 
of the labor board which charged L. 
Greif & Bros., Inc., Baltimore cloth- 
ing manufacturing firm, with violat- 
ing section 7-A of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act. The company 
Petitioned the court to issue the 
injunction. 

The application for the injunction 
grew out of a ruling made some 
weeks ago by the regional labor 
board for the fifth district that the 
Greif concern’s’ plant at Staunton, 
Va., had violated the labor section of 
the recovery act. 


The ruling declared that the plant 
was picketed by non-union employes 
who prevented members of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers of Amer- 
ica from entering the factory and 
that the company had not used ade- 


quate measures to restrain the 
pickets. : 
The regional board ordered the 


| Greif company to reinstate the union’ 


workers and pay them for lost time. 
The Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
charged that the firm did not comply 
with the order. 
The case finally 
tional labor relations board, which, 
after a hearing, decreed that the| 
firm’s blue eagle would be removed 
unless the Greif company reinstated 
its union employes by April 13 and 
protected them from discrimination | 
and molestation. 


Charging that tne blue eagle con-|

Puerto Rican Employers Pay Starvation 


Wages to Workers in Needle Trade 


Survey Made by U. S. Women’s Bureau Shows Earnings 
Average One to Three Cents an Hour. 


The injunction sought by District 
Attorney Cecil Snider of San Juan, 
Puerto Rica, to restrain an embroid- 
ery company from violating the wages 
and hours provisions of the NRA code 
for the needlework industry puts the 
spotlight on the disgracefully low 
wages which operators of the Puerto 
Rico sweating system of industrial 
home work impose on the working 
women of the island. 

The company was charged with 
paying as little as 48 cents a week 
to home workers and less than $5 a 
week to factory workers. 

Details regarding this sweating 
system were recently revealed in a 
report on the economic condition of 
the women workers of Puerto Rico 
by the women’s bureau of the U. S. 
department of labor. Miss Caroline 
Manning, an industrial expert of the 
bureau, made the survey during the 
winter of 1933-1934. 

The investigation developed that 
women whose earnings averaged only | 
1, 2 and 3 cents an hour are paying | 
the price in low living standards | 
which the rest of the world demands 
in order that exquisite hand-made 
garments may be placed on the bar-! 
gain table.

Of 323 women workers in the 252 
homes visited, 31 per cent earned 
less than 1 cent an hour, and 63 per 
cent reported hourly earnings of 1 
cent and less than 4 cents. 

Many Articles Produced 

Most of the homes visited were 
small, crowded and lacking all mod- 
ern conveniences including toilets and 
water supply. Many of the homes 
were in rural communities, some in 


the mountains inaccessible except by} 


horseback or foot. 

The articles made by Puerto Rican 
home workers comprise chiefly silk 
lingerie and blouses; handkerchiefs 
of many types; cotton night gowns; 
infants’ dresses fagoted, hemstitched 
and embroidered, and scalloped and 
ornately embroidered pillow cases. 

Haphazard methods characterize 
the whole system of home work in 
Puerto Rico, according to the report. 
Many employers on the islands are 
contractors for firms on the main- 
land, which feel no responsibility for 
the workers and who try to get the 


Puerto Rican production done as 
cheaply as_ possible. “New York 
firms insist on contracts with con- 


stantly lower rates even though the| | 
' employes was denied and the straight

Contractors Get Commission 


The Puerto Rican contractors, who | 


distribute their work through agents 
and subagents and thus also feel no 
responsibility for the workers, un- 
derbid each other in an effort to get 
contracts. Illustrative of such prac- 
tices is a gown costing the contractor 
35 cents a dozen to make and em- 
broider, which wholesales in New 
York at $1.75 a dozen, and retails at 
three for $1. Data on 45 women 
who made such garments reveal that 
three-fourths of them earned less 
than 1 cent an hour.
